“The important question 
for workers is: How can I vote so 
as to reduce suffering due to’ un- 
employment, wage cuts, etc.? 

“Los Angeles city and county are 
more seriously affected by the eco- 
nomic crisis than any other city or 
county in California. Statistics for 
the past year amply demonstrate 
this. According to official reports 
of the State Labor Commissioner, 
the entire state recorded a drop in 
employment of 18.6 per cent for the 
year ending March 1, 1982; in Los 
Angeles this drop hit the low level 
of 21:2 

“The same applies to figures cov- 
ering payroll reductions. Through- 
out the state, for the year ending 
March 1, 1932, the cut amounted to 
32.1 per cent, but in Los Angeles it 
totaled 36.4 per cent. Those who 
were employed suffered more dras- 
tic pay cuts in Los Angeles than 
in the rest of the state. In the 
year just ended average earnings

STAGGER SYSTEM 
AND WAGE GUTS AT 
NATIONAL CARBON 


Working Week i Hedueet to Two 
and Three Days; Pay Now 
Down to $3.00 a Day 

) 


The workers of National Carbon 
Company, who at one time drew 
checks for from $25 to $35 a week, 
are now going home with pay 
checks as low as $6, Following 
President Hoover’s “stagger sys- 
tem” the management of National 
Carbon has reduced the working 
week to 2 and 3 days. Since the 
“good days” of 1928 the factory has 
reduced the number of workers 
from 500 to less than 100. 

In order to keep up its profits 
the corporation has cut the pay of 
its workers to as low as $3.00 a 
day and has speeded-up production 
so that now a worker produces 
twice as much as before. To do this 
the company has used the “bonus 
system.” The workers find that as 
they produce more and more, the 
bonus doesn’t mean a thing because 
the piece rates are cut right and 
left. Also once a faster pace is 
established they have to keep up 
with it. 

In the tamping department piece 
rates have been cut from 10c¢ to 
9%4c a day. Also, besides the speed- 
up, new machinery has: enabled the 


company to throw more men on 
thle street. For instance, in the 
laver-building department, where 


before 3 machines made not more 
over 1000 batteries a day—today 
one machine produces as high as 
1500. 

In order to keep the workers from 
organizing to fight for better con- 
ditions, the management tries to 
divide them by discriminating 
against the Filipinos, who number 
more than half of those employer. 
Filipino workers are not given as 
high-priced jobs as the whites. 
None of them ever beeome inspec- 
tors, and even if they work in the 
Same department as the whites, 
their pay is lower. 

The workers, however, are begin- 
ning to see through the bosses’ 
scheme of “divide and conquer’ 
now see the necessity of orginizing 
regardless of race, in order to stop 
future wage-cuts and to force the 
company to give them enough to 
live on. 
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TRADE UNION SECTION 
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War In the Pacific 
And Its Effect On 
Marine Workers 


Recent developftents’ in the Far 
East, the dovetail imperialist 
war and the occttpation of Man- 
‘churia as a base for interventionist 
attack on the Soviet Union, bring 
to the fore the roles the workers in 
the Pacific Coast ports will play in 
the near future. Already U. S. im- 
perialism has takéh steps for the 
mobilization of factories, mills, etc., 
of all industries having any mili- 
tary significance, on a war basis. 
One of the most important of these 
war industries is marine transport, 
to which special attention has been 
paid by the bosses’ government. 
SUBSIDIZE SHIPOWNERS 
This plan for putting the indus- 
try on a war basis ‘ean be said to 
have really got underway when 
the second Merchant Marine Act 
(Jones-White Bill): and. the Naval 
Reserve Bill were.,passed in 1928. 
Under the Jones-White Act $250,- 
000,000 were appropriated for the 
building of modern merchant ves- 


sels that could be ‘converted into 


auxiliary cruisers. _ Under the act 
the shipowners receive long term 
credit loans up to two-thirds of the 
value of the ships under construc- 
tion. The only stipulation is that 
the vessels be built according to 
naval specifications’ and under

NAVALIZING THE SEAMEN 


Besides the Naval Reserve Act, 
the purpose of which is to recruit a 
force of technically trained experts 
for the officering of these auxiliary 
cruisers, additional steps have been 
taken for the maintenance of “po- 
litically reliable’ crews. This is 
known as the “Americanization” 
program and on the Pacitic Coast 
includes a blacklist system by 
means of the “Fink Halls” of the 
Steamship Owners Association. To- 
gether with this is the national 
campaign of terrorism and depor- 
tation of the,militant foreign-born. 


MARINE WORKERS ORGANIZE 
FOR STRUGGLE 


Despite all these measures to 
keep the marine workers in subjec- 
tion the seamen and longshorémen 
are beginning to revolt. There is a 
growing consciousness that the 
present campaign of wunemploy- 
ment, starvation and wage euts of 
the shipowners, assisted indirectly 
by the I. S. U. and the “Blue Book 
outfit,” is closely connected with 
war in which the marine workers 
will be called on to risk their lives 
in the transporting of troops and 
munitions to shoot down their fel- 
low workers of other countries. The 
léssons of the last war and of the 
role that the I. S. U. played in lead- 
ing them to the slaughter is not 
forgotten, neither is the action of 
the Seattle longshoremen who re- 
fused to load munitions for Siberia 
during the last attempt at interven- 
tion against the Soviet Union.

A kick was 
raised; the workers began to or 
ganize, Clinton fired the mest mili- 
tant and in order to .pacify the 
workers put some of them on six- 
hour shift, for which they get 
meals and 75 cents a day. 

Even the counter girls get more 
than that. They get 25 cents an 
hour and meals, twice as much as 
the bus boys get. 


PLAY OFF FILIPINOS AGAINST 
WHITE WORKERS 


The owners of the Wilson Res- 
taurant and Clift Hotel in this city, 
until three months ago, employed 
Filipino workers, paying them -$21 
a week. The Filipino workers were 
fired and in their place American 
workers were hired for $17 a week. 
After working three or four weeks, 
they were fired, and in their place 
the bosses rehired the Filipino 
workers for $15 a week All this took 
place within three months.

TRY TERRORIZE WORKERS 


After the hearing, immigration 
officials stopped every one leaving 
the room and questioned them as 
to place of birth, their opinion of 
the Soviet Union, etc. Six workers 
were held in jail for further ques- 
tioning. They were Pederson, Soy- 
kneff, Buzancich, Kallas, Korobes- 
tos and Bergstrom. After they were 
asked about their membership in 
the Unemployed Council, Interna- 
tional Labor Defense and Commu- 
nist Party, they were released after 
being photographed and finger- 
printed. 

This outrageous act of terrorism 
is -generally understood by the 
workers as a pre-war move of the 
masters to split the solid ranks of 
militant workers’ organizations that 
are Winning struggles for workers 
for better conditions and against 
war.

REALIZES SLAVERY 


S. P. Worker Gets $15 Per Week 
After 25 Years of 
Slavery 

LOS ANGELES, Mareh 20.—A 
45-year-old worker who has worked 
for 26 years tells of the ehances to 
advance under Capitalism. 

His wages have been cut re- 
peatediy until he has to support 
seven—a wife, 6 children, and him- 
self—on $15 a week. He works 10 
|to 12 hours per dey to get it. He 
is threatened with a lay-off which 
has thrown thousends of his fellow 
workers and their families into 
starvation, 

Cleaning refrigerators, milk and 
meat cars, in rain-soaked clothes 
has undermined his health, and 
now, after 26 years of work for 
the boss class, he and his family 
face destitution. 

This is not a “sob story.” It is 
to point eut that it is up to us 
young workers to show the older 
men and women the way out of our 
misery is through organization. 
The workers’ and farmers’ govern- 
ment of the Soviet Union was built 
by organization. We must organize 
into the Communist Party. We must’ 
show the way to our class better- 
ment through mass pressure.

MINER, DISABLED 
MAKING BOSS RICH, 
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Farmers Deserting 
Grange; Join United 
Farmers’ Leagu¢ 


NOW ON SouP LINE A farmer from Renton invested 


A miner whose hand was crushed 
by falling rocks at Mitchel Camp, 
out of Livermore, now is on the 
soup-line here in San Franciseg. 
The shift boss, Oscar Erickson, or- 
dered him to work under dangerous 
loose rocks even after the miner 
pointed out the probable result. 

Dr. Dagnen, of Livermore, who is 
a tool of the bosses, ordered him 
back to work, just as infection was 
setting in. The worker’s compensa- 
tion was cut off. Twice he fainted 
trying to work with his mangled 
hand, and was foreed to quit. 


INDUSTRIAL COMMISSION 
PASSES BUCK 


Then he came to San Francisco 
to seek a little “justice” from the 
Industrial Commission, which pre- 
tends to take care of just such 
cases, Instead he got the usual line 
of red-tape and no relief. Finally 
he got a grafting lawyer for $25 and 
the Industrial Commission eame to 
life. Dr. Bunnell found his hand was 
permanently injured and his com- 
pensation started again. About a 
month later the compensation was 
stopped, and the worker can’t af- 
ford another lawyer to unravel the 
red tape that now awaits. 

There are hundreds of such cases 
on the soup-line. But there is some- 
thing we can do about it. The Un- 
employed Council at 282 Fourth 
Street, made up of workers of all 
nationalities who are fighting daily 
to force the bosses to grant relief, 
is rapidly growing in numbers and 
strength. The parasite class fears 
the Unemployment Council, be- 
cause they know organized workers 
will not starve without a fight.

Fresno Raisin 
Growers at Mercy 


of Rich Packers 


Foreed Labor Exists for Fresno 
Farmers Whose Wages Drop 
as Mortgages Fall Due 


FRESNO, March 29.—For the 
last ten years I have been a ranch 
worker and share-erop worker in 
Fresno County raisin fields. I've 
tried to get ahead, but it is impos- 
sible, because we raisin growers 
are completely at the merey of the 
raisin packers. 

When the frost injures our crops, 
the packers claim our raisins are 
no goed. When we have a big har- 
vest they pay us little or nothing 
for our work, saying there are too 
many raisin growers to have any 
value. 

These rich parasites can’t grow 
raisins, but exist by bluffing the 
farmers out of their crops. 

The price per hour for labor here 
in Fresno has been as follows: 
1929, 30c ap hour; 1930, 25¢ an 
hour; 901/' 20e and 15c an hour. 
Groceries have not gone down in 
proportion, so we mast live on mac- 
aroni, beans and potatoes. Neither 
are taxes or interest rates on mort- 
gages any lower, and we live in con- 
sStapt dread and worry over fore- 
clesures. 


REFUSE TO PAY MORTGAGES 


We are at the mercy of parasites, 

who will continue to drive down our 
Living standards until we organize 
and refuse to pay mortgages and 
other debts, Let us organize into 
the Agricultural Workers Industrial 
Union and struggle to the death 
rather than submit to any further 
slavery.

Dress Workers Driven 
to Break Down Limit 


in Spokane Sweatshop 


SPOKANE, March 20.—The Miss 
Spokane Dress Factory is taking 
full advantage of the tremendous 
amount of unemployment to speed 
up its workers. They find the ex- 
treme limit of the girls’ working 
eapacity and drive them according- 
ly. In many cases the girls break 


down completely and are unable to 


work. 
When this happens other girls 


are found to take their places at’ 


starvation wages. It is rumored 
that another cut is coming as the 
girls have shown no resistance to 
the merciless speed-up. 

The girls must organize into shop 
‘committees to prevent the next 
cut, They must strike or starve. ¢ 


’ 
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hundreds of dollars in poultry, 
buildings and chicks last summer. 
After a summer of hard work he 
had to peddle the grown chicks one 
and two at a time to get rid of 
them. He has not made back his 
feed bill, let alone his labor. 

In addition to farming, he says 
that farmers must do all kinds of 
work, renting their tractors, etc,, 
to private farmers and work for the 
eounty on reads. As a_ result 
of careful check-up of all their 
activities and efforts to earn a 
living by farming and working, 
they figure that they have earned 
a dollar a day for the past year in 
addition to having debts to pay. 

This gives a‘rough idea of why 
the farmers are getting ready to 
fight for a moratorium on debts 
and join hands with the workers 
in militant struggle. Many farmers 
already have repudiated’ the 
Grange and other rich farmers’ 
prganizations. They are looking for 
eorrect organization. This can only 
be found in the United Farmers 
League which is a rank and file 
organization of poor farmers, and 
co-operates with the militant work- 
ers of the cities. Western farmers 
interested should write to the UFL 
at Plenty-wood, Montana.

Wholesale Deportations Started to 
Prevent Starving Workers 
From Mass Protests 


SEATTLE, March 30.—With the 
mayoralty election over, the Seattle 
bosses considered it safe to an- 
nounee that all food supplies to the 
unemployed would be cut off on 
April 1. 


In order to suppress and terrorize’ 


workers who protest and demon- 
strate against rapidly approaching 
starvation, the police force is being 
reinforced. The first attack on the 
workers was organized through the 
immigration officials, who are ar- 
resting all workers on the streets 
and soup-lines suspected of being 
foreign-born, and holding them for 
deportation, 

On March 7, the first day of this 
attack, thirty-two workers were 
picked up. 

The food situation is coming to a 
crisis. The workers realize thatthey 
must organize for struggle or starve. 
Only mass pressure of the working 
class will force the bosses to give 
us food. The unemployed council is 
organizing all workers regardless 
of race or creed to struggle for bet- 
ter conditions.

REPUBLICAN PARTY RELIEVES THE BANKERS 


The Republican Party is determined to carry through its policy of 
starvation. ‘Through the two billion dollar reconstruction corporation 
they are advancing relief for the big banks and railroads. The Re- 
publican Hoover government is definitely following a policy of devel- 
oping a war against the Soviet Union. From the ‘Democratic Party 
little else can be expected, although it will come out with popular 
appeals designed to fool the workers into thinking that it represents 
a change. ‘The fact is, however, that on all national and local issues 
ef a basic character, the forces of both bosses’ parties are united, as 
on the sales tax. 


SOCIALISTS AND PROGRESSIVES TRY TO DISARM WORKERS 


The so-called Progressive and Socialist Parties, which become par- 
ticularly active during elections, will play the usual role of offering 
their services to the bosses, to bring back to the support of the 
capitalists the great mass of workers and farmers that are abandon 
ing the old parties. The demagogues of the LaFollette type are now 
working overtime to disarm the workers, by raising fake issues 
designed to prevent the workers from placing their own party in the 
field. 

‘The State elections in California, coming along with the presiden- 
tial elections, will prove of especially great significance. Here we see 
the most clear expression of the bosses’ policy. The government of 
the power trusts and bankers has forced labor camps and miserable 
charity for the unemployed workers but many millions in graft for 
the companies handed out through such projects as the Hoover Dam, 
Hetch Hetchy and others. In San Francisco the Rossi administration 
cuts the wages of more than 16,000 city employees to provide 
“relief” for the unemployed, but would not touch the tremendous 
profits of such companies as the P. G. and E., Southern Pacific, etc.

VOTE FOR THE COMMUNIST PARTY TO FIGHT WAGE CUTS 


Only the Communist Party comes forth with the issues in the in- 
terest of the workers.

The recent blood bath at the Dearborn plant of the Ford Motor 
Company leaves no doubt about the fact that the multi-millionaires 
of America who, like Ford, having amassed millions out of the labors 
of the working class, now give bullets instead of bread to the hungry. 

The killing of four workers and wounding many others brings to 
a head a long series of murders that left many dead in New York, 
Chicago, Cleveland, Kentucky coal fields and other parts. 


MACHINE-GUNS FOR WORKERS 


The name “Ford” symbolized American “Prosperity” to many 
throughout the world. It seemed to represent a scheme that meant a 
possibility for great profits along with the increase in wages for the 
workers and peace between the workers and the bosses. But the 1932 
“Ford” presents an entirely different picture. The enslavement of 
the working class by a handfull of powerful corporations becomes 
apparent even to the most backward worker. Instead of the long- 
awaited prosperity so often promised by Ford and his ilk, the gov- 
ernment of the bosses is arming to meet the workers with machine- 
guns. ae 

We must particularly bear in mind that the preparation of machine 
guns and police was directed by the Murphy government in Detroit. 
it is the same Murphy government which for a time posed as a 
“popular government” and boasted its “well organized soup lines.” 
Now this demagogue shows his face to the hungry masses of Detroit, 
behind machine guns, spitting bullets at them. The workers of Detroit 
now see the Murphy government as an organ of oppression in the 
hands of Ford and his fellow capitalists. 

Ford's murderous attack is a challenge to the working class of the 
whole country, It is given as an example for all other capitalists to 
follow. Unless the mass resistance of the working class is organized, 
similar action will be taken at the plants of the California corpora- 
tions. The results of the Dearborn massacre must be told to the 
thousands of Ford workers in the plants and agencies throughout the 
West.
